existed between the New York Central 
and ita Knighta of Labor. employes 
Webb in reply granted the interview, but 


, at tV'O taroo time wished that the matter 


might be presented to him In writing. 


' Powderly replied the ncit day. Buying 


ho had been called away from ,the city 
and that be was obliged to commit to 
paper what he would rather discues 'in 
person, lie »aV»: 
" "If I am correctly informed, old and 
faithful employes of the New Yurk 
Central have been summarily dismissed 
from the service of the company because 
they were adlte members of the Knights 
of Labor. It is represented to me tbnl 
up to the time of their discharge, they 
were faithful to the 'Interests of the 
company and not one word of discredit 
stands against tbo Industrial record of 
any of those who were discharged prior 
to August 8. 1890. That, in brief, is the 
statement

Powderly continues at some length in 
defense of bis organization and con- 
cludes with an appeal for arbitration. 


To this communication from Powder- 


ly, Vice President Webb replied «t fol- 
lows: "Keplying.

The report comments on the Instruc-

The homo and country had the right to 
cipect better things, but somo base and 
inuco'ous mind it sccuis has guided them 
ami It jr (v short of the* truth to Bay 
tbat this Invc'tigationljas.tiocn. A miser.- 
able farce, and the majority report is un- 
founded In truth, noi Justified: by the 
evidence and dstaccd by ji repetition of 
partisan slander* not sustained by any 
testimony." 


In conclusion the report says- "When 


those t-n'rastc'd with ofllclal power so 
forget right, justice snd duty as to act as 
the inajgrlty of tbij committee has done, 
it brings distrust and odium upon thd 
pnrty and upon the house and their ac 
tloiiB and conclusions should be rejected 
and rebuked. Never ban a great qucs 
lion been so wretchedly, so feebly, so 
unjustly, and so scandalously treated and 
adjudicated. If the house puts the seal of 
Its approval upon the report and recom- 
mendations of the majority of the com- 
mittee then we appeal to the people to 
rebuke and right the wrong by their 
votes."

gard as a vcrv important feature where 
the drainsga I* directly Into tbe reser- 
voir, because In sites baring large drain 
age area* it is extremely difficult to cal- 
culate a factor of safety nccesaary for a 
sudden Inflow of water which of itself is 
an unknown quantity: however, should 
an excessive fall of water occur In this 
limited watershed, tbe ground adjoining 
the reierroir site is so broken by ridges, 
due to moralnal actloo. lying trans 
Tersely to tbe drainage channels, that its 
force would be vcrj materially broken 
before reaching the resctvoir and the 
dam connected therewith.

That upon tbo 
said rapid' transit oompany's obtaining 
from the court the proper order for 
possession of right of way over the part 
of the said canon not owned by tbe city, 
the said company tball have the right to 
take possession ot their right of wav 
over the city's property aod proceed 
with Ihc construction of its roadbed and 
road, but if for an; reason it shall fall 
to continue the construction of said road 
to the Seven falls, then said company 
shall take up its road and abandon its 
construction ovir the city's said lands.
